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1848 California lay solitary grandeur. There 
were few settlements and towns, the early Spanish 
influence predominating most the localities where 
groups individuals had formed community settle- 
ments. Monterey was straggling seaport ruled 
Spanish governor. San Francisco, with population 
about 459, was scattered over the sandy waste and 
hills overlooking the bay. Los Angeles was mere col- 
lection adobe huts. Marysville, named honor 
the wife Charles Covillaud, owner the town site, 
was located the Feather River, and Sacramento was 
small settlement clustered around Sutter’s Fort and 
the junction the Sacramento and American rivers. 
There were other small settlements such Calistoga, 
which was settled the early 30’s and flourished 
farming community the upper Napa Valley. The 
population the whole State was but few thousand. 
San Francisco, according the San Francisco Star, 
had population 459, which number 375 were 
white, 247 males and 128 females, Indians, 
Sandwich Islanders, and negroes. these resi- 
dents, 228 were born the United States, Cali- 
Scotland and five Canada. There were but 
Mexican Spanish San Francisco that time. 
Two hundred seventy-three the residents could read 
and write, could read but could not write and 
neither read nor write, but these were 
between the ages five and years. 

Previous April, 1847, there were San Francisco 
shanties, frame buildings, adobes. From 


April, 1847 November, 1847, there were built new 
The San 


shanties, frame buildings, adobes. 
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Francisco Star stated that this represented 100 per 
cent increase the number buildings erected 
period five months. The city was growing rapidly 
and many the new buildings were constructed 
redwood lumber, whipsawed from trees the San 
Antonio hills back what now East Oakland. Lum- 
ber was scarce and sold for $15 thousand feet San 
Francisco after having been brought across the bay 
flatboats. Wages were $10 per month. Work 
was not easy get. Commodore Sloat, Commodore 
Stockton and Colonel Fremont owned 16-5 vara lots, 
which they paid $50 per lot for fences keep out 
squatters. The man who built the fences camped 
the sand where the Palace Hotel now stands. this 
time there were San apothecary shop, 
three bakeries, two blacksmith shops, one cigar maker, 
seven groceries, one gunsmith shop, two hotels, one 
horsepower mill, one windpower mill, two printing 
offices, one shoemaker, eight general stores, two tailors 
and one watchmaker. 

Sacramento was only trading post and headquar- 
ters General Sutter’s extensive farming activities. 
Hundreds Indians lived the community and were 
dependent upon Sutter for labor and sustenance. 
early traveler has commented upon seeing Indian 
children the fort who were eating corn meal mush 
from trough such might used for feeding 
animals, and the air was swarming with mosquitoes. 

about this time the City Sacramento was sur- 
veyed three young Army lieutenants—Warner, 
Sherman and Ord. They were engaged Sutter who 
paid them well. They took great delight opening 
dinner with Sutter and getting the old 
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gentleman tipsy. They camped near the fort, the 
junction the Sacramento and American rivers. 
their camp life, Ord cleaned the dishes, Sherman 
cooked and Warner cared for the horses. Sherman 
and Warner objected the manner which Lieuten- 
ant Ord washed the dishes, contending was not agree- 
able eat from utensils that had been cleaned 
merely wiping them with wisps dry grass. There 
was accordingly rearrangement camp duties 
which the hostler became the dishwasher, the dish- 
washer become the hostler, and the cook, Sherman, re- 
mained his task. later years, Lieutenant 
Warner was killed Indians near Goose Lake while 
making survey for transcontinental railroad. Ord 
became General Ord Civil War fame and 
General William Tecumseh Sherman marched through 
Georgia the sea with the Union forces the Civil 
War. 

California this time was farther from the Atlantic 
seaboard than the colonies were from England. Be- 
tween California and the Atlantic there lay vast ex- 
panse prairie, mountains and deserts. order 
reach California sea, vessels were obliged battle 
their way around ‘‘Cape trip which 
consumed many weary months. 

February 1848 John Marshall discovered 
gold Coloma the American River. How this 
started the whole world voyage the 
California Eldorado white spot history. 
required more than year, however, for the effect 
this powerful migration felt because the fact 


that the Pacific Coast was widely separated from the 


required least six months, 180 210 
days make the journey from New York San Fran- 
cisco way Cape Horn, passage full danger 
and requiring most skilled seamanship. 


1849, however, the terrific impact the Gold 
Rush began effective. January 1849, the 
population this State was 26,000, which 13,000 
were Californians, 8,000 Americans and 5,000 for- 
eigners. Between January and April 22, 1849, 
less than 8,000 immigrants arrived California 
sea from Pacific ports and overland way the 
Sonora Pass. The San Francisco Harbormaster’s 
office showed that from April 22, 1849, December 
the same year, there were 29,000 arrivals way 
San these, 22,000 were Americans and 
7,000 foreigners. 1850 there were 36,000 arrivals, 
21,000 which came way San Francisco and 
11,000 the overland route. the end 1849 the 
population this State grew 100,000 with about 
5,000 San Francisco and 6,500 Sacramento. 


The growth Sacramento was phenomenal, having 
expanded from settlement about 2,000 October 


1849 6,500 August 1850. The first city 
directory Sacramento, published 1851, described 
the settlement 1849 camp having wooden 
buildings, about 300 cloth houses and tents, and about 
300 campfires located the open air and under trees. 

The mortality Sacramento 1849, according 
Dr. John Morse, pioneer physician, was exceed- 
ingly high. some days December 1849 there 
3,500. Mail came California steamer only until 
1857. The isolation the California Eldorado was 
intense and the hunger for news the outside world 
was ravishing. Dr. John Morse, who compiled the 
early city directories Sacramento, edited the Alta 
California, practiced medicine, engaged various com- 
mercial pursuits, and who was one the most colorful 
the early day residents, responsible for the col- 
lection most the data presented herewith. 


EARLY DAY MEDICINE 


Many educated and well-trained physicians were 
attracted the land gold and 1850 there were 
practitioners medicine located Sacramento. 
Physician’s fees were from $16 $32 per visit. Medi- 
cost ‘‘anything that attenuated conscience 
could One ounce ointment cost $32. The 
only medium exchange was gold dust and some 
cases sales were made pinches gold dust. 
hospital was established Fort Sutter where the rates 
board and attendance were from $16 $50 day. 
Pickaxes cost $12 and pans for washing gold cost $4. 
Clerks stores got from $300 $500 month and, 
with gold from $16 ounce, few could re- 
tained any price. Neither goods nor gold dust was 
watched with the least care consideration. 
calicoes, canvas, old sails, brush, logs, boards, iron, zine, 
tins and boxes were used the construction houses. 
gambling was carried magnificant saloons. 
Traders, mechanics, miners and speculators, lawyers, 
doctors, and ministers concentrated the gambling tables 
like flying insects around lighted candle night. 
Gold dust was the only medium exchange. 

The first hospital Sacramento was established 
Dr. Craigin Washington, C., one the adobe 
Sutter’s Fort. Doctors Deal and 
Martin took over this hospital where costs were 
reduced somewhat, but rough pine coffins cost from 
$60 $150. Men still sickened and died without 
assistance and frequently were not even sewed 
blankets for interment. 

Sacramento hospital was conducted Dr. 
Stansbury. Doctors Taylor and Hazard opened 
canvas hospital Street between Second and Third, 
but the price for care did not fall below $16 day for 
one patient room, $12 per day for two room 
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and $10 day for ward beds. The hot sun beating 
canvas roofs made hospital care little better than lying 
the open air under the foliage trees and shrubbery. 

The Oddfellows Lodge started the first benevolent 
work Sacramento. Doctors Morse and Stillman 
August 1849 had hospital erected rough pine 
boards for which they paid rental $1,500 month. 
The cost care then fell $10 Many cases 
occurred, so-called ‘‘typhus fever.’’ The 
enormous rental charge for buildings forced men 
live the open. When the first rains came, bedding 
became saturated and many cases illness resulted. 
October 1849 river boat, the Senator, began 
plying between San Francisco and Sacramento. The 
passenger fare was $30 and the rate for freight was $35 
per ton. required about three days for the passage 
between the two cities. 


Sacramento was the starting point the gold fields 
and weary travelers who came the overland route 
were most them poor, miserable beings, famished 
and diseased depressed and despondent make 
them easy prey disease and death where they had 
expected find only health and fortune. 
ridden subjects from ocean voyages began concen- 
trate with the enormous train scurvy sufferers com- 
ing the overland route, all exhausted 
strength and worn from the calamities their 
journeys but barely able reach Sacramento. 

From these sources the camp became veritable hot- 
bed disease, suffering and death months before any- 
thing like effective city government could organ- 
ized. Dr. Morse stated, ‘‘It must recollected that 
proportion these scenes began accumulate, just 
such proportion did men grow indifferent the ap- 
peals suffering and the dictates benevolence. 
The more urgent and importunate the cries and exceed- 
ing miseries the sick and destitute, the more obdu- 
rate, and terrible became the reign 
ity. Everything seemed vocal with the assurance that 
men came California make money, not devote 
themselves useless waste time procuring 
board and raiment for the dependent, watching over 
and taking the sick the burying the 
dead. The common god, gold, that day taught 
such feminine virtues and the king the country, 
cupidity, declared worse than idle his subjects 
pay attention the ties consanguinity stultify 
their minds with any considerations affection ap- 
preciation human sympathies. Fathers paid little 
attention sons and sons abandoned fathers they 
required little troublesome care. -Brothers were fra- 
ternally bound each other each was equally 
independent assistanee, sickness assailed 
and men became dependents then was that 


the channels benevolence were found dry and 
the very foundation human sympathy sealed the 
most impenetrable selfishness. Had this not been the 
condition, such scenes were witnessed could not have 
been 

Conditions San Francisco this time were simi- 
lar. The growth the port was rapid that travelers 
could not accommodated with any degree com- 
fort. Fortunately, however, they did not stay long 
San Francisco, hurrying the gold fields fast 
transportation would permit. There were many 
stragglers this wild procession humanity that 
beeame necessary establish organization care 
for them. This was the Stranger’s Friend Society, 
the first social welfare organization known have been 
established California. Little known concerning 
the details its activities but the society employed 
physicians care for the sick who were without funds 
and provided housing conditions for those who 
had place live. 

Most the streets that day were merely trails 
through the sand and some portions this settle- 


ment the mud was knee deep. The climate San 


Francisco that day reflected poem published 
Kemble, Editor the San Francisco Star 
its edition April 24, 1847: 


blowing, colder growing, sweeping madly 
through the town, 
Never ceasing, ever teasing, never pleasing, never 

down, 
Day and night, dark light, 
Signs a-flying, sighing— 
Groaning, moaning, whistling shrill, 
Shrieking wild, and never still.

MANUFACTURE VITAPEP DOG FOOD 
DISCONTINUED 


Since 1940, complaints from humane organizations, 
veterinarians, city pounds, dog breeders and owners 
have been received continuously regarding dog food 
Vitapep. The complaints alleged that this dry 
food caused fits fits, dogs. 
now common descriptive term for 
the resultant condition. 

investigation revealed that during the recent 
rabies flare-up, many dogs were destroyed because 
the fits produced which were mistaken for symptoms 
rabies and children bitten dogs affected were 
given the Pasteur treatment preventive measure. 


The formula has been repeatedly changed accord- 


ing availability raw materials; May 1944, 


the coarse product was reduced finer state—one 
which would pass through one-half inch sieve. 
attempt was also made change the process. Instead 
mixing and baking one batch 350° for minutes, 
the new formula divided the lot into parts. One was 
baked 300° for minutes; the other received 
heat treatment, but was subsequently mixed. The 
change failed stop the development running 
fright fits. 

While has been possible make regular analyses 
the product carbohydrates, protein, fats, ash, 
etc., has been impossible determine the specific 
adulterant, and show the presence any added 
deleterious substance. Though the causative agent 
not known this time, the fact remains that the 
product did produce fits under widely varied condi- 
tions feeding breed dog. Several theories have 
been forwarded since the investigation started many 
months ago, among which the conviction that 
denaturization proteins took place which, turn, 
adversely affects the nervous system complexly. 

The symptoms exhibited ranged from lassitude 
wild fright. The afflicted dogs often displayed fear. 
Trained dogs forgot training and failed recognize 
their masters. Dullness eye and extreme nerv- 
ousness were exhibited every Paralysis 
the hind quarters was very common; the dog, 
many cases, found difficult rise after the second 
third day feeding. Dysentery usually accom- 
panied the fits and frothing the mouth was frequent, 
but paralysis the muscles did not occur 
rabies. 


Feeding Tests 


Although several veterinarians throughout the State 
conducted feeding tests for their own knowledge, prac- 
tically none these were recently conducted nor were 
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they properly controlled tests. Most them were 
limited nature. 

Many veterinarians the past fed Vitapep their 
hospitals and some their own personal pets, and fits 
developed. One veterinarian took nine pups the 
same litter and placed three each three pens, 
feeding one brand dog food one group, second 
brand another, and Vitapep the last. The three 
puppies fed Vitapep developed fits; the other 
groups did not. 

Another veterinarian reported, the 
this department, that two dogs out eight 
fits the feeding Vitapep. 

few years ago, the manufacturer, Vitapep 
ucts, Inc., supplied Dr. Agnes Fay Morgan, Universit, 
California Berkeley, with sufficient food for,« 
controlled test half-cocker spaniel and 
terrier. the fifth day, fits Fits 
almost continuous. the eighth day, Vitapep was 
discontinued, and stock food was substituted. During 
this time, there were fits. Later, the stock diet 
was discontinued and the Vitapep feeding resumed. 
Fits reoccurred the tenth day. 


The company then changed the formula, and Dr. 
Morgan fed the new formula for days, with frequent 
fits The astonishing suddenness appear- 
ance the symptoms pointed toxic rather than 
deficiency origin. Morgan suggested that

report dated December 1942, stated that dog 
and cat hospital was retained carry feeding 
program under the supervision laboratory 
Los Angeles, consultants the Vitapep Products, Inc. 
For one month, thereabouts, approximately 100 
dogs were fed two-thirds Vitapep and one-third meat 
for average four days. bad results were 
noted. believed that such test must considered 
have but little, any, value. periods 
not represent time proper duration for feeding 
tests this type. 


report dated November 1943, the consultant 
reported that, feeding test, running fits developed 
within days four-month-old mongrel when Vita- 
pep was fed. report the feeding Vitapep, 
dated January 24, 1943, based feeding 
mongrel, showed fits observed days. 

August, 1944, Dr. Agnes Fay Morgan, using 
official samples Vitapep obtained the Bureau 
Food and Drug Inspection, State Department Pub- 
Health, ran certain feeding tests. The formula 
made prior May 1944, known the 
and the one made after May 1944, 
termed ‘‘New Process Meal’’ were used the 
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diet. Four dogs were placed the new formula, 
and three dogs the old formula. After two three 
days, the appetites were decreased. One dog, the 
new formula, had fit the fifth the seventh 
day, fit was occurring every minutes. The dog 
returned normal stock diet when Vitapep 
was discontinued. Several raw, running sores broke 
out her mouth and feet when fed Vitapep. the 
nineteenth day, four the dogs had had 
Both the remaining dogs, the original

had fits the nineteenth day, but both were 

iremely nervous and had lost weight. One these 

during the Vitapep feeding test, exhibited 

the lower back and hind legs. The

Dr. Morgan was bitten twice two the 

Dr. John Bowers, Orange County Health De- 
partment, using official samples Vitapep, started 
feeding Vitapep August, 1944, two dogs. Within 
hours, one dog developed fit. Vitapep was discon- 
tinued and the dog returned normal. Later, Vita- 
pep feeding was resumed for few days, but addi- 
tional fits were observed. The second dog had fits 
the end the first week and returned when 
Vitapep dog food was discontinued. After period 
time, Vitapep was feeding with one-half 
horsemeat. additional fits were observed. 


The feeding dogs and were started Septem- 
ber Dr. Bowers. Dog developed fits within 
hours; fact, because the severity the fits and 
the convulsions that followed, was necessary put 
the dog sleep prevent his further suffering. 
Dog fits the fourth day. the sixth 
day, the dog had severe continuous fits all day long 
with foaming the mouth. The food was discon- 
tinued, but the condition became worse and was 
only humane put the dog sleep. 


The food used the above test was prepared accord- 
ing label directions. 


Therapeutics 


Veterinarians report treatments which vary some 
extent, but the usual method administer in- 
jections, and change the diet raw meat for one 
week before continuing with other diets. Intestinal 
antiseptics such bismuth and salol preparations 
were frequently administered. 


Sedatives such nembutal sodium pentobarbital, 
various barbiturates proved most effective. 


Analysis reports shows mortality about 


per cent. Dogs punish themselves considerably while 


the throes convulsions—torn nails, cuts and bruises 
resulting from collisions. 

Discontinuance the food after proper treatment 
terminates the fits; but occasionally dogs must 
destroyed since they not return normal health. 


Data 


information was collected from laymen and 
veterinarians dealing with the effect the product 
their dogs, how the product was fed, when fits 
oceurred, ete. Over 150 complete reports were received 
all showed the product detrimental. None was 
received indicating that the product was satisfactory 
food. 

Forty-one veterinarians were interviewed person- 
ally representatives the department; and ques- 
tionnaires dry dog food general were directed 
every veterinarian the State. Ninety-three ques- 
tionnaires were returned from cities counties. 
Probably because the same information had already 
been given, the interviewed did not return 
the questionnaire. 

These data show that: the treatment 832 cases 
running fits represented the questionnaires, 
per cent were exclusively from Vitapep; the treat- 
ment 273 running fits represented, per 
cent were from Vitapep and other food;

Results 


The firm has agreed cease producing Vitapep, 
which they admit causes fits, discontinue the use 
the name Vitapep, destroy all lots hand hog food 
(in which injurious effects are reported) and 
replace with new approved product all condemned 
stocks held retailers, wholesalers, other distribu- 
tors. 

The efforts and persistence required accomplish 
these results were outstanding because the fact that 
toxic deleterious substance could demon- 
strated the product, required literally the 
Pure Food Act. Therefore, the action was unique, 
but wholly necessary from humane standpoint.

extremely hazardous health. 

The department endeavoring develop con- 
structive program designed primarily establish sani- 
tation and public health the advantage all citizens 
through the use every available method.

Approximately $100,000 was spent recently for 
rebuilding kitchen, bakery unit, refrigerator space, 
storeroom, dining-room, and new equipment 
teria war industry district. 

Food processing plants throughout the State have 
improved sanitation, particularly bakeries, frozen fruit 
plants, horse slaughterhouse, melon preserving 
plant, cheese drying factory and apple brandy dis- 
tillery.

Together with the San Jose City Health Depart- 
ment, investigation was made into 21,000 pounds 
candy purchased local candy firm. Im- 
perfect nut-caramel chocolate bars sold prominent 
eastern firm were found highly advanced stage 
insect infestation. Further, evidence filth, debris 
and dirt, indicative that from belt lines, 
machinery and floor were mixed some the 70- 
pound containers, was obtained.

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POSITIVE PRENATAL AND PREMARITAL 
BLOOD TESTS SHOW INCREASE 


September, 2.0 per cent premarital blood tests 
made throughout California proved positive com- 
pared with 1.8 per cent positive tests during the pre- 
ceding period since such tests beeame mandatory law. 
the same time, 2.1 per cent prenatal tests proved 
positive compared with 1.6 that proved positive 
during the period beginning with the enactment the 
law which makes such tests mandatory. This increase 
due, doubt, the enormous number migratory 
workers who have come into the State during the past 
year. Since January Ist, out 159,472 premarital 
blood tests made California, 3,508, 2.2 per cent 
proved positive. Out 146,887 prenatal blood tests 
made throughout the State, 2,849, 1.9 per cent proved 
positive.

This prudent expenditure guarantees the 
purity our water, milk, and insures, well 
possible, proper control measures over communi- 
diseases, including tuberculosis, industrial 
hazards, and venereal diseases provides registration 
births, deaths, and diseases; sets rodent con- 
trol facilities and inspection services for taverns, 
restaurants, bakeries, dairies, dairy farms, slaughter- 
ing houses, and institutions gives laboratory services 
for health problems, and provides nurses for 
clinies and needy homes. 

Although communicable disease trends have been 
favorable, there excuse for complacency. 
the last years smallpox has been reduced from 
case rate (number cases per 100,000 population) 
200 per year five years; diphtheria has 
tumbled from 300 and bounced back 20; 
typhoid has steadily declined case rate 0.8; 
and tuberculosis deaths have decreased per cent 
the last years. maintain these gains, preven- 
tive precautions dare not relaxed; control pro- 
cedures must not only continued, but expanded 
meet the needs growing population, and pro- 
vide new services. 

The concerted mandate the people always 
respected. informed public, knowing that most 
the eastern and middle eastern cities the United 
States provide health services which deny our- 
selves, and knowing more abundant and more com- 
prehensive health services can obtained and en- 
joyed, can and eventually will demand more
